do Palm, whose corpse wns the first cremated 
in America, Baron de Palm, the firat sub- 
ject pnssed through the fornace, wis a 
Bavarian diplomatist, a ‘‘ Grand Commander 
of the Sovereign Order of the Holy Sopulchre 
at Jerusalem, Prince of the Roman Empire, 
and Knight of St. John of Malta.” "Baron 
de Palm, whoae patenta of nobility were 
said to date from 832, settled=jn Chicago in 
1861, and shortly: afterwardaj teck a pro- 
minent part in tha cstablishment of the 


; Theosophical Society, which, under the 


ingpiration of Mdue. Blavatsky and the 
luaderahip of Coluno! Olcott, has transferred 
its operations from the American Republic 
to our Indian Empire. ‘fhe furnace in 
which he ws cremuted was built by Dr Le 
Moyno at a cost of £370. The process of 
combustion is offected by the consumption 
of forty bushels of coke, the cost of which 
at the time was stated to be about 3s,, and 
it lasts about an hour, although for perfect 
aifety the process is continued for twieo 
that time. Tho fire is Lit thirty-six hours 
before the furnace is required, and the 
temporature raised to a poitit which rendors 
tho introduction of the corpse somewhat 
unpleasant. The body, enveloped in a 
winding-sheet, soaked in ulum water and 
covered with primroses, geraninma, roses, 
and evergreens, is laid in a crib, which is 
passed into the furnace. ‘The process of 
combustion can be watched by spectators 
through a smull hole in the furnace door. 
For the first ten seconds u fuint udour is 
perceptible, after that the process is 
inodorous. The sight of the body in the 
flames has been degeribed with much 
minutencss uf detail, but we need say no 
more than that at the close of the process 
from five to seven pounds’ weight of ashes 
alone remain. After twenty-four hours 
these ashes are collected and sealed up ina 
vase for preservation, by tho relatives of 
the deceased. According to the statutes of 
the Crematlon Society every shareholder 
has a right to be cremated in return for an 
entrance fee of three dollars and an annual 
subscription of a similar amount. The 
total cost of a cremution is estimated at 
forty-five dullars, and the pracesa from the 
first lighting of the five to the extraction of 
tha ashes after the furnace has covled lasts 
exactly fifty hours. 

The report of M. Georges Murtin on “ the 
Proposition Cadet " submitted tv the Muni- 
cipal Couneil of Paris contains the latest 
and mast trustworthy information on the 
subject of cremation, M. Martin agrees 
with M. Cridet that cremation in a short 
time will be regarded ag the only possible 
solution of a problem which.in great cities 
is over increasing in urgency ; but he con- 
tents himself with proposing that for the 
present cremation should bo rendered 
optional. The crematory, however, is 1a 
yet but in an early stage of development. 
Under the stimulus of competition it is 
probable a much nearer approach to perfec- 
tion may be made than has yet beon attain- 
ed. Tho regenorative furance of M. Siemens 
at Dresder only cost £250, and is one of the 
best yet invented. Combustion ig effected 
by heated air, and the process is very rapid. 
The Brunetti crematyry is complicuted and 
slow. It takes four hours to consume a 
body, and necessitates a consumption of a 
hundredweight of wood. The most ghastly 
wf all tho apparatus of cremation is the 
Kiaborn, which is devised for use on the 
field of battle. In this dreadful machine os 
tuany as twelve bodies can be burned at one 
time, the operation lasting from an hour 
toan hour and a half, A dozen Kiiborns 
working day and night could dispose of 
2,500 corpses in twenty-four hours, Thirty 
yous ago it was proposed to dispose of 

odies by passing therm into gas retorts, and 
since then many inventors have sought to 
uso gas us the agent for reducing them to 
their elements. The appirntus of MM. 
Polli and Clericetti, in which many crema- 
tions have taken place, is one of those in 
which gas is used, sauch on the principle of 
the ordinary gas oven. The process is com- 
plete in un hour and a half and the charge 
is twenty francs. On an altogether different 

rinciple is the cromatory of Professor 
Paolo Gorini, of Lodi. He professes to be 
able completely to destroy 4 human body in 
twonty minutos, at a cost of eight franos, by 
immeraing it in a chentical solution heated 
tou high temperature, Tho componition of 
thia sclution ho‘keeps as rict secret, but 
chromic acid is believéd to be ono of its 
chief ingredients. The best known cre- 
matory in Europa is that orected by M. 
Keller in the cemetery of Milan. In this 
“‘mmonumontal cromatery” two bodies can 
be consumed ata time without producing 
any odour. The process, which is com- 
pleted in an hour, can be watched through 
small glazed openings, and at the close the 
Burvivors can carry home with then: four or 
five litres of fino ashes weighing about sixty 
onnces. The cost varies-from 15-f. to 25 {. 


The chief objections to cremation are those 
which are made by those who plead religious 
Principles, and by those who lay stress upon 
the impossibility of prucuring evidence as 
to poisoning after the victim has beon 
cremated. The first objection is not seri- 
oua, and in Italy, according to M. Martin, 
the clergy have already accepted the pro- 
cess, and atc now ‘seeking permission to 
place.the funcral urns. containing the ashes 
of the incincrated faithful within the walls 
of their churches. The difticulty as to pui- 
soning is more ‘important, and -it un- 
donbtedly constitutes an‘ objection to ‘the 
new systom. But the cases in which poi- 
soning is discovered by exhumation ‘are fow, 
-Only threo cases have occired in Paria in 


eight years, and in two of them o cro]

te its detection, Many poisons are undia 
eoverable by exhumation, and others, such 
as arsenic, antimony, lead, &c., can be de- 
tected in the ushes of the cromatory furnace 
or in the fumes which are given off in the
